CHICAGO, 
May 
22,—Following a 


spraad of the teamsters' strike today to 
the lumber drivers, an attempt to re- 
sume peace negotiations formed the chief 
developments today in the long drawn 
out labor trouble. 


President Shea- and A._, J. Reed secre- 


tary of the tearastcvii' district council, 
met Levy Mayer, the. employers' legal 
representative and sought to revive the 
peace negotiations that wcrr given a, set 
back by the action of the teamsters' 
joint 
council Saturday night.. It was 


stated that they wero attempting to find 
something on which another proposition 
for the adjustment of t'ho trouble could 
be based. Robert T. Thome of Mont- 
gomery Ward and company joined tho 
conference and it was said that repre- 
sentatives of the seven express compan- 
ies were expected to enter it later. 


In the presence of the strikers' reprc-sen 


tatives, Attorney Mayer this afternoon 
said that his conference with Messrs. 
Shea and Reed hart resulted in. a decis- 
ion that a new committee of members of 
the joint council, to be increased to sev- 
en by the addition of Srea and Reed, 
would meet Mr. Mayer at the Auditor- 
ium annex tonight. Attorney Mayer said 
ho would not discuss whether any new 
proposition .had been considered. Mr. 
Rcod said: "I think the prospect for 
pcaco is very good." 


WALKOUTS START PROMPTLY. ' 
Spreading of the teamsters' strike be- 


gan promptly today. Thirty-six tc.ara- 
Btcrs employed by the Rittcnhousc & 
Embree company, lumber dealers, und 
four by Edward Hincs Lumber company 
were the first to be forced into the strug- 
gle following the refusal of the team- 
sters' joint council to endorse the settle- 
ment provisionally arranged 
with the 


employers by President C. P. Shea of the 
Teamsters' union. 


STAGNATION SEEMS IMMINENT.' 
Through tlio threatened spread oE the 


strike to all lumber dealers, every branch 
of the building industry in Chicago was 
today apparently facing paralysis. There 
are only SOO .teamsters employed by .him- 
ber firms, but so close are the relations 
between them and several other unions 
of men engaged in hauling building ma- 
terial that the walkout of the Uunlwr 
teamsters it was said would doubtless 
lead to strikes in nearly every depart- 
ment 
of the building industry. Indi- 


rectly dependent upon the building ma- 
terial teamsters, it was estimated today 
hung the employment of nearly 100,000 
men in yards, mills, factories and on con- 
struction work. It was not believed the 
drivers' strike would affect the wood in- 
dustries or building construction work 
generally at first. It was said, however, if 
tho walkout should go along the line as 
it threatened today to do all the lumber 
yards of Chicago would be tii-d up.

enterprises dependent upon them. The 
planing mills, tho sash and dobrsfactor- 
ies, the box factories and kindred plants

EXAMPLE FOLLOWED BY MORE. 
Action by the teamsters today was de- 


cisive. In a few moments the forty re- 
cruits to tho strike had been increased 
to an oven hundred. Seventy of the to- 
tal were employes of the Edward Hincs 
Lumber company, at the head of which is 
former President Hincs of the Lumber 
Dealers' association. 


Tho cause as heretofore, was au order 


to deliver material to firms boycotted by 
the teamsters' in the course of hostilities 
growing out of tho strike of a small 
number of garment workers months ago. 


WOULD RESTRICT AREA. 


Paradoxical as it might appear, Presi- 


dent Sheu. was reported today as not 
unxioua to spread the strike. He was 
understood furthermore to take the 
ground that the strike-wou^d not be e.\V 
tended unless it were through the h'c- 


' 
tioES of the other side. If the teaTn 
»wners insisted upon delivering goods to 
tke strike bo\wd hoiiata' tho, teamsters 


directly affected would strike, but that 
otherwise no new strike would be called, 


MEANS BUSINESS PARALYSIS. 
Edward limes, president of the Lum- 


bermen's association, declared that every 
lumber yard in tlic city would before 
long be out of drivers. It means com- 
plete stagnation of business at a. time 
when building operations in Chicago are 
booming to a greater extent than has 
been known since 18B2, said Mr. Hines. 
The supply of lumber, on hand will not 
last the building contractors more than 
forty-eight hours. The factories which 
depend upon boxes for shipping will be 
crippled, because they will be without 
lumber.

"If this occurs," he said, "the stock 


yards packing industries will be.especial- 
ly disturbed, for they must have boxes 
there to do the shipping." 


The express companies, whose attitude 


on the question of reinstating their 
striking drivers, caused the break in the 
peace plans stood firm today, refusing to 
take back any of their old men.

A call for 200 more patrolmen, for 
special strike duty was made by Chief 
O'Neill today.

A systematic search wns immed- 
iately commenced for negroes and white 
men armed with revolvers or other wea- 
pons. One of the first arrests was that 
of Matthew White, colored, who is said 
to be ' a strike breaker. , He was fined 
$15'0,-"tlic maximum permitted by law. 
The magistrate announced an intention 
to inflict the maximum fine on every of- 
fender arrested.

STAMPS ASrCURRENCY. 


The practice of'using stamps as sur- 


rency is a bad one, and should be reme- 
died in some manner. It would seem 
that the department might meet the 
question by providing for the redemp- 
tion and cancellation of stamps received 
in large quantities as currency by the 
mercantile firms of the country,. if no 
other way can be provided to correct 
this growing evil.

reach 840,000 per annum it is designated 
as a first class office. There are seven 
such offices in the state—Milwaukee, 
Racine, Madison, La Crosse.

right hand were cut and bruised to the 
bone; his left knee and leg bruised and 
lacerated so that he could hardly walk 
and his right elbow hurt, besides he com- 
plained of internal injuries.

It now develops that ho was at- 
tending tho services nt the cathedral 
which ^ situated at the corner of Dluga 
nnd Miodown streets a fow yards from 
the Fccno of tho explosion. All the high 
officials nnd member? of Russian society 
here also were present.

Summary of the Rate 


Commission Bill Passed 


by the Senate Last Night. 


There is provision for the appointment 


of three'commissioners by the, governor: 
o be approved'by the senate. Comniii- 
ioncrs shall serve six years at a salary 
•)l $5,000. * year each and one shall be 
appointed every two years. 


It requires that all sen-ices rendered 


y railroads shall be charged for at a just 
and reasonable rate and gives'tho com- 
mission power to see that such charges 
are just and reasonable. 
, . 


Railroads arc required to publish 


,chedules of freight and passenger rates 
and shall nofclmnge such schedules with- 
out giving the railroad commission ten 
days' notice. It is made unlawful for a 
railroad,to charge more than is specified 
n the schedules. 


Nothing in the act shall be construed 


to prevent 
concentration, commodity, 


transit and other'special contract rates, 
but all such rates shall be open to all 
shippers for a like kind of traffic under 
similar circumstances and conditions, and 
shall be subject to the provisions as to 
the'printing and filing of the same. 


One car load shall be transported at as 


low a rate per ton and per mile as any 
greater number of car loads of the same 
class and kind of'freight 
between the 


same points in the same direction: 


There shall be. but one classification of 


freight in the state, which shall be uni- 
form on all railroads, and shall be the 
same for state traffic w> for 'interstate 
traffic.

Tho law does not prevent railroads 


from givijjg free transportation or lower 
rates to the United States government or 
to the state and allows attendants to go 
with live stock and be returned free'of 
charge. 


A penalty is provided for the failure of 


a railroad'to furnish adequate cars for 
shippers. The commission has power to 
decide whether the railroads- are trying 
to evade this provision. 


The commission has power on com- 


plaint and after ten days* notice to make 
a new rate, fare; charge or classifica- 
tion; or tho'commission may take such 
action of its own volition. The rate fixed 
bv the commission shall become effect 
ivc in twenty days. All rates fixed by 
the commission shall be in force until 
overruled'by court, and the new rates 
arc. not to "bo suspended ponding the 
final ruling. The commission shall harp 
'power to examine the books of"any rail- 
road nnd any railroad refusing to allow 
this'or .failing, to answer a 
summons 


from the commission shall' be fine'd $100 
to $1,000 for each.day. 


All railroads sue-required to fllo-copi«6 


of .all contracts with other transporta- 
tion companies, relative to the trans- 
portation of. freight or passengers; also 
contracts with .shippers, and list of per- 
sons who. get free transportation. 


The commission shall have power to 


ascertain interstate charges within the 
state and shall notify the 
interstate 


commerce commission if these charges 
are unjust or in violation of the federal 
law. 


The giving of rebates, special 
rat<ss, 


drawbacks, etc., is made a misdemeanor. 
The railroad offending in this manner U 
subject to a fine of .$10,000 and the agent 
to a fine of $50 to $100 for each offense. 
The shipper accepting ' such favors is 
subieot to $1,000 fine. 


If any railroad shall do or cause to 


bo done or permit to be done any mat- 
ter, act or thing prohibited or declared 
to be unlawful, or shall omit to do any 
act, matter or thing required to be done 
by it,- such railroad shall be liable to 
the person, firm or corporation 
injured 


thereby in treble the amount of dam- 
ages sustained in consequence of such 
violation. 


A blanket provision for a. fine of from 


$1,000 to $10.000 is made for the viola- 
tion of any section 
of the law not 


specifically provided with a penalty. ^ A 
similar provision allows the commission 
to change unreasonable rates not specifi- 
cally provided for. 


Provision is also made for investigat- 


ing accidents and 
the .prosecution of 


claims against railroads. The office, of 
railroad commissioner is abolished. 


A sufficient sura is appropriated 
to 


carry the law into effect and it shall be- 
come operative upon publication.

took out their licenses a-3 usual, turning 
in $2,500,000 into the state treasury, 
that is to the excise department.

passed the amended measures and put 
out of business every one of these hotels 
who had in the interim paid their li- 
cense. It is. stated they can not recov- 
er their money and besides having in 
fact really violated the Rnines law, are 
to be prosecuted and forced to pay 
penalty of $1,800 for the making of al- 
leged false affidavits turned in to the ex- 
cise department This process of mak- 
ing money for the state ii about as dead 
easy ae is the process employed by the 
trusts who .enjoy the taxing powers, that 
is who have the power to absolutely dic- 
tate .prices, to the public both ways, go- 
ing arid coming.

Her husband died and 
left her wlUi little children to rrar 
She was living in Galesburg at the out- 
break of the war in IStil. She at onee 
bei-tm to aid in the collection of deli- 
cacies and articles useCul for sick and 
wounded soldiers. She went to Cairo 
with a train load of these supplies. She 
was drawn steadily forward by her ex- 
ecutive ability no k-ss than by her 
sympathy till she found herself as- 
sis'-cd as a war nurse. With the army 
at the battle o( Fort Donelson she saw 
how far short of tha noccl arrny hospl 
tul accommodations were. She hurried 
north, awakened tho sympathies of the 
people for the soldiers and collected 
and poured southward supplies that 
could not be had among army stores. 


There was lack of fresh eggs and 


milk for tho Kick soldiers. Mother Blck- 
erdyke filled the need by gathering 
over 100 ccv.'S and more than 1,000 hens 
and conveying them very much alive 
and ready for dally duty to tho army 
hospitals where her 
suffering

were. This unique enterprise was cull- 
ed the "cow and hen mission."

Negro Killed Ly Bartender Who 


in Turn is Shot by Colored 


Policeman. 


LATTER THEN STANDS 


OFF A MOB OF 2,000 


President Gompers Blames Express 


Companies for Their Stand 


and Says They Will 


Regret it. 


CHICAGO, May 22.—One roan dead 


and another fatally wounded—such was 
the outcome of a race battle last night 
in the heart of the "black belt" of Chi- 
cago. A negro who began the hostilities 
lost his life and his white antagonist 
was shot four times by a negro police- 
man. 


The race battle was the indirect result 


of the teamsters' strike. Tor the past 
week the "black belt" has been in a state 
of terror on account of numerous as- 
saults, A white boy, Enoch Carlson, 
was shot and killed last Tuesday, at 
Twenty-seventh street and Princeton av- 
enue by a negro teamster who had been 
employed by the Peabody Coal company. 
Saturday night Bernard Engstrand',.also 
white, wa&.killed by a colored .driver for 
the Peabody 
company a block 
from 


where th'e Carlson boy met his death. 


With the neighborhood in a ferment 


caused by these affairs, Gray met Bern- 
stein last night in front of the saloon 
where the latter is bartender. 'Gray, 
who was a frequenter of Lewis', saloon, 
accosted Bernstein and asked' him if'it 
was true that the bartender had spoken 
disparagingly of the negro strike break- 
ers. 


ATTACKED BY NEGRO: 


Bernstein replied that he did not'want 


to have any trouble and walked away. 
Gray drew a knife and started toward 
him with the remark: 


''I'm going to carve your heart out, 


you Jew. because you don't like a negro, 
anyhow." 


Ho lunged at Bernstein with the knife, 


but missed. Berstein drew a revolver 
nnd warned the negro to keep away. 
Gray rushed again, but Bernstein fired 
twice. Both bullets struck the negro, 
one in the stomach, causing death in a 
few minutes. 


At the sound of the shots a crowd of 


colored people rushed to the scene and 
there were cries of "Lynch the Jew! 
Don't let him escape!" Bernstein was 
trying to fight his way'into the saloon, 
and k'>pt the crowd off by flourishing his 
revolver. 


Policeman Robert Tinsley, colored, one 


of the men recently appointed for strike 
duty, was ab Twenty-ninth and Dear- 
born streets when he heard the shooting 
and ran toward the spot. There are con- 
flicting statements as to whether Bern- 
stein shot at the officer. Tinsley says he 
did, but white persons in the crowd con- 
tradict him. Bernstein was 
flourishing 


the revolver, however, nnd threatening 
to kill anyone who should come near 
him. 


Tinsley a-sfccd some one of the crowd 


as to the cause of the trouble, and was 
told of the shooting of Gray. He could 
«ec Gray lying on the sidewalk across 
the street. Commanding Bernstein to 
surrender, Tinsley advanced toward him. 
Bernstein snapped the trigger of his re- 
volver, it is admitted by the bartender's 
friends, but it failed to discharge. 


Believing his life was in peril, the po- 


liceman fired four shots, all taking ef- 
fect. 


By this time the crowd had swollen 


to '2,000, and were bent on lynching 
Bernstein, who was dragged inside the 
saloon by the colored porter. It was at 
this moment that Officer Tinsley showed 
what he was made of. With his back 
against the front door, he stood off the 
bloodthirsty crowd until the arrival of 
another colored officer, William Alexan- 
der. 
— 


SAVES HIS PRISONER. 


"I'll shoot any one of you, even if you 


are my own color," said the officer, "if 
you try to get into this door. My pris- 
oner is in there, wounded, and I'll pro- 
tect him with my life." 


Riot calls were sent in but before they 


arrived the crowd had wrecked the front 
of the saloon and also part of tho inter- 
ior with bricks. All the glassware, mir- 
rors and bottles were smashed. 


The police informed the crowd that 


Bernstein Wfls dead. The ruse succeeded 
and the blacks dispersed. 


Bernstein was taken first to the Prov- 


ident hospital, where ,his wounds wore 
dressed. Recovering consciousness, he 
recognized several negro patients, and, 
sitting up on the operating table, de- 
manded tlint he be taken elsewhere. He 
WHS removed to the People's hospital.

"Apart from the immediate considera- 


tion of the strike, the demand for the 
government taking over the express bus- 
iness in the form of parcels post will re- 
ceive an impetus that scarcely will - be 
relished by the companies."
